There are some small differences in the text and illustrations. Most notable is the introduction of 
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the new instrument, a '‘cephalotribe'. In the earlier printing the device is illustrated with a 
lithographed illustration that had been separately printed and mounted on the last plate. By 
1850 the illustration is incorporated into the plate. It is also worth noting that this 1850 editon is 
one of the rare instances when the actual color lithography is as good as the first printing and in 
some plates deeper and more nuanced than the earlier printing.
